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Citizens Express Urgent 
Need For Ball Fields

Practice fields are the primary need of city athletic groups 
and the need is immediate and desperate according to testimony 
given at city council’s public hearing on ballfields Monday night, 
March 14. Along with this goes an urgent need for more fields for 
games. 


Representatives from the Girls’ 
and Boys’ Club, Little League, Soc¬ 
cer Association, Woman’s Softball, 
and others asked council for relief 
from congestion and over use of 
the few sites available for practice. 
Although a need was seen for de¬ 
velopment of several areas of the 
city for ballfields, citizens seemed to 
regard these as long range projects. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld expressed 
the need for youngsters and teen 
agers to have playing facilities in 
their own neighborhoods with the 
highest priority being the north end 
of town. 

Members of various sports groups 
present indicated that over 1,000 
people, 2/3 of whom are children 
and youth, presently use city fa¬ 
cilities. If more fields were avail¬ 
able, this number would increase. 
Council was told of problems dir¬ 
ectly caused by the limited amount 
of space available . . . mixing of 
8-12 year olds in Little League, no 
farm system, soccer team’s home 
field is in Riverdale, girls’ soccer 
members play in Bowie, etc. . . . 
Expressed needs include, at least 
1 baseball field with 90 ft. bases, 
several smaller fields and a foot¬ 
ball/soccer field. 

The city also would like to have 
alternate playing areas so that 
Braden field could be closed for 
much needed repairs. 

Although some relief from ov¬ 
ercrowded city fields can be ob 
tained by using nearby school 
fields, there are some drawbacks. 
The city has an agreement with 
the school board to use these fields 
when school is not in session but 
this agreement can be terminated at 
any time by the school board. Also 
the city cannot restrict these fields 
to city residents but must make 
them available to all residents of 
Prince Georges County. While 
Greenbelt Jr. High has baseball/ 
soccer facilities, it is not within easy 
reach of many 8-12 year olds and 
the soccer field there borders an 
area where rolling balls can hit 
protruding stones and be punctur¬ 
ed. Some of the school land is not 
yet in playing condition. Facilities 
at Eleanor Roosevelt High school 
are not yet ready. A softball/soc- 
cer field planned for Windsor Green 
(across from Greenbriar) will not 
be ready until 1978 for softball, 
possibly sooner for soccer. 

Possible Sites 

City manager Jim Giese review¬ 
ed possible sites available within 
the city with budget estimates (not 
based upon engineering studies): 
the eld city landfill; 2 regulation 
size softball fields with overlapping 
football/soccer field ($150,000); 
Lake Park: 1 small softball field, 
($5,500); North End School: 1 small 
softball field with removable soc¬ 
cer posts, ($8,500) and Hamilton 
Place: 1 football/soccer field with 
an overlapping softball field. ($70,- 
000). The city landfill could also 
have minimal development of a soft- 
ball field for $3,000-$6,000 depend¬ 
ing. on whether expensive top soil 
needs to be added. 

In considering the old city land¬ 
fill, Councilman Dick Pilski ob¬ 
jected that plans for that site now 
seemed to be generated towards 
adult players rather than 13-18 year 
olds as earlier planned. Giese ex¬ 
plained that the field could be used 
for both at first with the emphasis 
shifting later to Braden Field for 
youth and the landfill for adults. 

Quite a few problems emerged 
one being cost. Councilman Rich¬ 
ard Castaldi felt people should be 
considering costs not sites since

Citizens Offer Suggestions 
For Revenue Sharing Funds

Prior to the regular meeting of the City Council on Monday, 
March 18, city manager James Giese conducted a public hearing 
for citizens who wished to comment on the possible uses of reve¬ 
nue sharing funds. 

In the past revenue sharing funds have been available only 
for certain kinds of purposes, such as police and recreation. Last 
year Congress extended the revenue sharing program to include 
other types of expenditures. The city expects to receive about 
$93,500 in revenue sharing funds for the new fiscal year. 


Harold Kramer, owner represen¬ 
tative of Springhill Lake, requested 
the city use the revenue sharing 
funds for additional handball and 
softball fields as well as tennis 
courts for Springhill Lake and 
Greenbriar. Ballfields were also the 
concern of Ben Goldfadden, rep¬ 
resenting the Lakeside Citizens As¬ 
sociation, who wanted them spread 
out in more areas of town. 

Jim Cassels spoke for putting 
some of the money into an eating 
facility in the senior citizens hous¬ 
ing development, either for the ac¬ 
tual construction of the facility or 
for assuring that the dining pro¬ 
gram would be subsidized. 

Don Volk reminded council of 
its commitment to improve the 
walkways and bikeways. Noting 
that at the last election results 
from the city’s questionnaire in¬ 
dicated that a large number of the 
people favored this type of con¬ 
struction. 

City solicitor Emmett Nanna 
spoke for resurfacing the tennis 
eburts near the American Legion, 
which the city recently inherited. 

Chief Michael Dutton of the city’s 
volunteer fire department put in 
a plea for help in constructing a 
new bunk room, completion of the 
municipal alarm system, a paging 
system to eliminate the loud noise 
of the sirens, and extension of the 
front and rear parking lots. He 
pointed out that previously the 
city’s revenue sharing funds had 
been all for recreation and police 
needs, whereas the needs of the 
fire and ambulance service were in¬ 
creasing and were not being con¬ 
sidered. 

Bob Grieg made a pitch for di¬ 
viding the municipal pool into a 
regulation size pool for competition 
and a non-swimming pool for 
teaching purposes. 

The city manager will consider 
all of these ideas when finalizing 
his budget proposals for submission 
to the city council on April 4. 

Ballfields 

Council unanimously moved to 
develop the sanitary landfill area, 
on Northway extended, into a ma¬ 
jor ballfield complex. The city will 
work, as funds and manpower per¬ 
mit, to establish sod and a practice 
softball field on that portion of 
the landfill now developed to pro¬ 
per grade. It is expected that the 
site will be usable next year if the 
city begins work soon. 

The city will also work with the 
school board to reconstruct the 
athletic field at the North End 
school for use by the Little League 
and women’s softball, and for a 
practice field. This field may pos¬ 
sibly be available this year. 

Garden Plots 

Because of development of ball- 
fields on the sanitary landfill site, 
the garden plots in that area will 
be terminated. However, council 
agreed to permit the Greenbelt 
Garden Club members to continue 
to use the land behind the public 
works garage for gardening for 
another season. 

Councilman Richard Castaldi felt 
that the area behind the public 
works garage could be made avail¬ 
able sooner for ball" fields than 
either the landfill or North End 
school sites. He chided his col¬ 
leagues for delaying the immediate 
development of ballfields. However, 
the other council members took ex¬ 
ception to his remarks, and felt 
that the steps taken were the best 
to develop these recreation areas 
in a timely fashion. Councilman 
Tom White felt it would be unfair 
to deny gardeners both the landfill 
and public works sites, which they 
had been using. 

Open Space Replacement 

Council discussed acquiring parts 
of parcel 2 as the replacement of 
open space land which is to be used 
for the housing for the elderly 
project. 

Parcel 2 is a 19 5-acre tract south 


of Hamilton Place and running as 
a buffer to the Baltimore-Washing¬ 
ton Parkway. The land is private¬ 
ly-owned. Council authorized the 
manager to proceed to obtain ap¬ 
praisals for parts of parcel 2, and 
expressed some favor for the land 
behind the Ridge Road Center ex¬ 
tending to Gafdenway. This area 
is currently being used by mem¬ 
bers of the garden club and would 
be a desirable buffer protecting the 
senior citizens housing project, 
councilmen thought. The entire 
tract, though highly desirable, 
would be too expensive for the city 
to purchase, Giese said. 

Council agreed to enter into a 
contract with Linton Construction 
Company, which had the lowest 
bid on the addition to the Munici¬ 
pal Building. However, the bid is 
$87,710 over the budget estimate of 
$244,290. It is also $72,840 more 
than the federal grant which is 
funding the addition. However, 
the city manager stated that there 
was sufficient money in the Capital 
Improvement Fund for this cost 
over-run. Giese blamed the dis¬ 
crepancy on errors in the original 
cost estimates, which were hur¬ 
riedly obtained to meet application 
deadlines. 

Trash 

The trash container behind the 
fire station will be removed because 
of excessive use by non-residents, 
being a general eyesore and possible 
health hazard, and causing an ex¬ 
cessive amount of time for clean¬ 
ing up the area after each weekend 
by the public works staff. 

Tennis Courts' 

The city’s Parks and Recreation 
Advisory Board (PRAB) will be 
considering the recreation depart¬ 
ment’s recommendations for a mon¬ 
itor at the tennis courts to collect 
fees and regulate usage. An in¬ 
creased lighting fee will also be 
considered. These fees are not ex¬ 
pected to generate revenue, but to 
make the tennis program self-sup¬ 
porting. 

Council agreed to hire the Lee 
Hendricks & Co. firm for the an¬ 
nual audit at a cost not to exceed 
$4,200. 

Council will inform the Berwyn 
Heights community of the danger 
of students not using the cross¬ 
walk in crossing Greenbelt Rd. 
from the junior high school. 

$51 Million §3. Grant 
For Meirarai! Work 

Maryland Transportation Secre¬ 
tary Harry R. Hughes has announ¬ 
ced $51 million in grants to Metro- 
rail construction in Prince Georges 
and Montgomery counties. The 
grants are part of the state’s $161 
million contribution towards the 
counties’ commitment to Metrorail. 

$44 million will pay for major 
construction on the Rockville route 
and finish work on the Glenmont 
route in Silver Spring, as well as 
the Addison and New Carrollton 
routes. The remaining $7 million 
will be used for the Shady Grove 
extension beyond Rockville. The 
state’s contribution to date totals 
$132 mililon. 


Basketball Marathon 
Try on Guiness Record 

Two Greenbelt teenagers, David 
Come, 8150 Lakecrest, and Paul 
Birner, 13-N Ridge, will attempt to

-on-one basketball marathon, at 
Greenbelt Center School, April 1, 
beginning at 4 p.m. The event, spon¬ 
sored by the Greenbelt Jaycees, will 
continue ‘round the clock through 
April 3.

eipal tax rebate formula used to 
reimburse cities and towns for ser¬ 
vices they provide their citizens but 
which normally are handled by the 
county will come to public hearing 
March 28 at 7:30 p.m. at the New 
Car roll ton Library. The municipal 
tax rebate concept was born five 
years ago when the County Council 
enacted Prince George’s version of 
revenue sharing with its 28 muni¬ 
cipalities to take some tax burden 
off City residents. 

CB-14, sponsored by Council 
members Francis White, McDon¬ 
ough, Koonce, Wilson and Darlene 
White, would give a direct tax cre¬ 
dit to city residents based on the 
cost of public works services per¬ 
formed in the county’s unincorpora¬ 
ted area. Services to be included 
are construction and maintenance 
of roads and parking lots, bike and 
walkways, bulky trash service and 
beautification projects. 

Municipalities could apply to the 
County Executive for more credit 
for other services, including police 
and fire protection and street light¬ 
ing, snow removal and environmen¬ 
tal protection. 

The bill mandates that the credit 
will go directly to the city govern¬ 
ment for next fiscal year. The bill 
is expected to cost approximately 
$950,000 in fiscal 1978. 

Alternative Approach 

An alternative approach, encom¬ 
passed in CB-15, would reimburse 
the municipalities on the basis of 
a town’s share of the assessed pro¬ 
perty value compared to the total 
property value in all 28 cities. Ad¬ 
ditionally, the proposal requires the 
County Council to write a resolution 
specifying how municipal rebate 
monies should be disbursed. 

CB-15 allows cities to use munici¬ 
pal tax rebate monies for police and 
fire protection, public transporta¬ 
tion including streets, sidewalks, 
traffic control and snow removal, 
bulky trash and leaf collection, 
beautification, pollution abatement, 
park and recreation facilities or a 
direct tax credit to its residents. 

The county now spends approxi¬ 
mately $700,000 for municipal tax 
rebates. In presenting his prelim¬ 
inary budget, the County Executive 
did not earmark any funds for con¬ 
tinuation of the program. The for¬ 
mal budget must be submitted to 
l V ie council by March 31.

Tech Center Applications 

Accepted March 28-Apri! 6 

The Science and Technology Cen¬ 
ter at Eleanor Roosevelt Senior 
High School will be admitting 350 
new students next fall 300 ninth 
graders and 50 tenth graders — to 
give the Center a total enrollment 
of more than 800 students for its 
second year of operation. Prince 
George’s County Superintendent of 
Schools Edward J. Feeney has an¬ 
nounced that applications will be 
accepted between March 28 and 
April 6 from eighth and ninth grad¬ 
ers living in the county. Students 
applying will take a competitive 
examination to be given at all pub¬ 
lic junior high schools in Prince 
George’s on April 12 and 15. 

The Science and Technology Cen¬ 
ter is a unique program in the 
Washington metropolitan area. Be¬ 
gun when Eleanor Roosevelt Senior 
High first opened in the fall of 1976, 
it provides selected students in 
grades nine through twelve with 
in-depth educational experiences in 
scientific and technical fields. In 
grades nine and ten the emphasis 
for all students is placed on the 
areas of language arts, mathematics 
and science. In their final two years 
Technology Center students con¬ 
centrate their studies in any one 
of six categories physical scien¬ 
ces, biological sciences, electrical/ 
electronic, architectural/civil engin¬ 
eering, mechanical/industrial engin¬ 
eering, or environmental engineer¬ 
ing. 

Any students living in Prince 
George’s County who are in the 
eighth or ninth grade this school 
year are eligible to apply for admis¬ 
sion to the Science and Technology 
Center. Brochures describing the 
program have been placed in all 
branches of the Prince George’s 
County Memorial Library system. 
Interested students and parents 
may obtain more information and 
application forms from the guid 
ance office of any public junior high 
school in Prince George’:. School 
system officials stress that no ap¬ 
plications will be acepted after the 
April 6 deadline. 

The Technology Center program 
exists side by side with a regular 
comprehensive high school program 
at Eleanor Roosevelt. Approxi 
mately 460 ninth, tenth and eleventh 
graders from across the county are 
enrolled in the scientific-technical 
curriculum in the current school 
year. No twelfth graders were en¬ 
rolled in this first year of the pro 
gram. 

Students entering the Center in 
the tenth grade next fall will be re¬ 
quired to take one Surntner course 
this year. Drafting and Technical 
Illustration I is a prerequisite for 
tenth grade work in the program, 
and it will be offered only at Roose 
velt. 

Students who qualify for admis¬ 
sion to the Technology Center on 
the basis of their April test scores 
will be notified during the second 
week , in May, and must confirm 
their intent to enroll by May 15.

Free School Meals 
Now Open to More 

Children whose parents are laid 
off or lose their jobs may now be 
eligible for free or reduced price 
meals in the Prince Georges County 
public schools. Maryland now offers 
more liberal eligibility because of 
rising unemployment rates.

The principal at each school is 
responsible for reviewing applica¬ 
tions and determining eligibility.

Cold Weather Crisis 
Help for Sr. Citizens 

According to Vincent F. Goodsell, 
Director of Prince Georges County 
Division of Aging, special funds 
have been made available to senior 
citizens over 60 years of age for 
emergency services resulting from 
the weather crisis — purchase of 
food, fuel and clothing; emergency 
living arrangements; emergency de¬ 
livery of meals or supplies; escort 
and special transportation services; 
snow removal, and emergency home 
repairs. 

Everything possible will be done 
to assure that public utilities are 
not arbitrarily discontinued for old¬ 
er persons and that contingency 
plans are available when any emer¬ 
gency discontinuations must be 
made. 

This provision will be in effect for 
the duration of the cold weather 
crisis. Goodsell emphasized, that 
bills arriving after the cold spell, 
but acquired as a result of the cold 
spell will also be eligible.

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GREENBELT CORRIDOR TRANSIT 
ALTERNATIVES ARE DISCUSSED

The proposed Greenbelt Metro line was heavily criticized by 
over a dozen Prince Georges County residents at a public hearing 
held March 15. At least fifteen of the 28 citizens who testified 
opposed building the Metro “E” line, while only six residents 
clearly expressed support for Metro. The hastily arranged meeting, 
held at the University of Maryland’s Adult Education Center, was 
conducted by a panel of transportation officials. Consultant Jack 
L. Kay presented six preliminary transit alternatives, including 
various combinations of Metro, commuter rail, busway and trolley 
service. Many members of the audience expressed displeasure 
with all of these alternatives, however.* 


The major reason for opposition 
to Metro was the fear of increased 
taxes to support Metro’s capital 
and operating costs. William R. 
Reading, a former mayor of College 
Park, claimed that the construction 
of Metro could cost homeowners as 
much as $60 a month in property 
taxes. The current mayor of Col¬ 
lege Park. St. Clair Reeves, spec¬ 
ulated that it would take 50 years 
for revenues from Metro riders to 
repay the cost of building a single 
new Metro station. Both men ad 
vocated terminating the Metro 
line at Fort Totten in the District 
of Columbia, although Mayor 
Reeves prefaced his remarks by 
expressing support for improved 
commuter rail sevice on the B & 
O line. 

James McCallahan, a city coun¬ 
cilman from University Park, re¬ 
ported that 82.3% of the residents 
polled in his town opposed Metro. 
Tim McCoy, representing the Chil- 
lum Civic Association, noted that 
residents of his area “try to be 
progressive” but in view of the ex¬ 
pected costs he favored truncating 
the Metro line at Fort Totten. 

Support for Metro came from 
three College Park residents and 
individuals from HyattsvilJe, Riv- 
erdale and Greenbelt. A member of 
Hyattsville’s City Council announ¬ 
ced the official support of that body 
for a Metro line at least as far 
north 8ls PG Plaza. John Mercer, 


representing the vRiverdale Civic 
Improvement Association, favored 
building Metro with a terminus at 
the intersection of 1-95 and the 
Beltway. Reasons cited in favor of 
building Metro by supporters in¬ 
cluded a reduction in air pollution, 
a reduction in energy consumption 
and an increase in mobility for area 
residents.

Castaldi also urged that something 
be done during this fiscal year not 
2 or 3 years from now.
